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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants state the incorporation by 
reference of US Pat No 5,702,343 is in paragraph 0055 of the PG Pub of the current application, and bot paragraph 0019, as previously 
stated. The Examiner notes the incorporation by reference in paragraph 0055, and therefore the 112 rejection is hereby withdrawn. The 
Applicants argue Lederman et al fail to disclose the use of an elastic material because the device of Lederman et al limits the maximum 
diastolic dimension of the heart while providing no systolic load to the contracting heart. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. The 
Applicants' current invention is utilized for limiting the diastolic expansion of the heart while providing no systolic load during contraction. 
Furthermore, Lederman etal disclose the use of an elastic material in Column 5, lines 62-67-Column 6, lines 1-4. Therefore, the rejection 
is being maintained. 
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
